Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 and 4-7 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The above 
claims are allowed because the prior art fails to disclose or render obvious the instantly 
claimed synthesis furnace as recited in claim 1 . Especially, the feature wherein the 
incline of the burner exit directions of the individual burner rows is different, and wherein 
the incline of the burner exit directions of the burner rows increases toward the outside, 
toward the furnace wall, proceeding from the center of the furnace.
